Hints to Gardners 
on Tomato 
Culture 


Where growers of tomatoes have a 


standpoint of earlinaas, uniformity, and 
productiveness. When sown in green- 
houses, in a sunny window, or in a hot- 


one-quarter to one-half inch deep, the 
soil firmly pressed down with the hand 
and made moist but not wet. When 
the rough leaves appear the little plants 
transplanted into other flats or hot-bed 
about two inches apart each way. Fur- 
ther transplanting to about six inches 
apart is recommended as soon as the 
plants commence to crowd each other. 
This information is taken from Pamph- 
let No. 22 of the Central Experimental 
farm which is available from the Pub- 
lications Branch ef the Department of 
Agrict2ure at Ottowa. The pamphlet 
deals hot only with tomato culture, but 
mushroom culture and the forcing of 
rhubarb during the winter season. The 
soil and planting for tomatoes are fully 
described as well as treatment for dis- 
eases, training from the centre stem 
and other useful information.
